Against 10 


Railroads 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Ne­ 
gotiators 
announced 
today 
a 
contract 
settlem ent 
providing 
42 per cent wage hikes over 42 
months for about 200,000 train­ 
men, and said pickets would be 
removed from 10 strikebound 
railroads at noon. 
Settlem ent of the 18-day old 
strikes in the dispute involving 
all the nation's m ajor railroads 
cam e after a 17-hour m arathon 
bargaining session at the Labor 
Departm ent, It averted a possi­ 
bility 
of 
congressional 
inter­ 
vention 
to halt 
the crippling 
strikes. 
The agreem ent also included 
changes 
in. 
ancient 
railroad 
work ruies which the industry 
had dem anded in order to in­ 
crease 
efficiency, 
and 
which 
will probably result eventually 
in some loss of jobs. 
“ I am happy to announce an 
agreem ent 
lias 
just 
been 
reached on a new labor con­ 
tract that would end the rail­ 
road strike,” Asst. Secretary of 
Labor \V. J. liscxy >aid. 
“ It has 
proved once again 
that if negotiators will, be hon­ 
est with one another and be 
fair with each other, collective 
bargaining 
will 
work,” 
said 
Presidnt Charles Luna of the 
striking AFL-CIO United T rans­ 
portation Union. 
“ We are very happy that this 
long dispute has ended and that 
a 
satisfactory agreem ent has 
been reached,” said John P. 
Hilpz, chief negotiator for the 
nation's railroad industry. 
Asked if the 42 per cent wage 
hike 
was 
considered 
in­ 
flationary, Hilpz said “ I guess 
all settlem ents are somewhat 
inflationary.” 
The workers involved now av­ 
erage .$3.50 per hour. 
Hilpz said the industry was 
satisfied 
with 
the 
work 
rule 
changes it won, and both sides 
pledged to work together to in­ 
crease 
railroad 
productivity 
and efficiency. 
The 
gradually 
escalating 
strike which started with two 
railroads and spread to 10 had 
stranded tons of grains, per­ 
ishable foods, coal, autos and 
other goods along the thousands 
of miles of strikebound tracks. 
Earlier, a spokesman for one 
of

strikebound 
railroads 
had said Congress would have 
to step in if the dispute wasn’t 
settled soon.

“He drove for 11 years and 
didn’t quit until he was 42. I 
feel I can go as long as my fa­ 
ther did. So, I’ll be around for 
a while, and if the prize money 
keeps going up, I just might get 
another million,” said the 34- 
year-old driver. 
There are two other drivers 
known to have collected $1 mil­ 
lion in prize money. A. J. Foyt 
stands at $1,354,430 and he’s the 
acknowledged all-time money 
winner. A1 Unser, winner of 
two Indianapolis 500s in a row, 
is credited with $1,109,500. 
Foyt and Unser, however, 
have 
raced 
outside 
their 
leagues. Petty has stuck almost 
entirely to stock cars. 
While Petty was reaching the 
pinnacle of his career, Scot­ 
land’s Jackie Stewart all but 
clinched his second world driv­ 
ing crown by winning the Ger­ 
man Grand Prix for Formula 1 
cars. 
The Scot, who averaged 114.5 
m.p.h. in coming home ahead 
of Francois Overt, Clay Re- 
gazzoni and U.S. star Mario 
Andretti, now has 51 points to­ 
ward tht title to 18 for Belgian 
Jacky Ickx. 
In another race Mark Dona­ 
hue of Media, Pa., got his 
fifth victory in the Trans-Amer- 
ican series for sports sedans by 
driving a Javelin to the win­ 
ner’s circle at Mt. Tremblant, 
Quebec. George Follmer and 
Peter Gregg, driving Mustangs, 
finished second and third, while 
fourth place went to Pete Rev- 
son in Donohue’s other Javelin.

And when he stepped to the 
podium Saturday he left no 
doubt hew he felt, a somber, 
bronze figure set off from the 
six other inductees by a mod 
white knit suit that molded it­ 
self snugly to the physique that 
had rushed for 12,312 yards. 
It was a day for honoring not 
only Brown but the late coach, 
Vince Lombardi, quarterbacks 
Y.A. Tittle and Norm Van

Appointment Time Desired

Every other year is green apple year. 
In the Green orchard, this is the year! 
The roommate has a small orchard 
planted with different kinds of fruit. 
Some trees are grafted and bear three 
varieties on the same tree. Since the tags 
are long since gone, it is always a guess­ 
ing game to identify the fruit. 
Early Transparent apples have spilled 
on the ground from one tree, but the 
real yummy apples look like golden de­ 
licious but are green in color, tart, and 
cook into the most delectable apple 
sauce and apple pie. 
The rule in the household has always 
been that the hunter and fisherman pro­ 
vide meat for the table and the orchard 
and the garden provide the trimmings, 
th at is, in case we are lucky enough to 
have fresh vegetables and fruits from the 
garden. 
Since this was the abundant apple 
year, plans were all set for some apple­ 
sauce going into the deep freeze. But, 
“like the best laid plans of mice and 
m en” all the best apples were baked in 
pies! And such rave notices as those pies 
did get! Since the apple slices were coat­ 
ed with sugar and swimming in butter, 
the pie was no dish for weight watchers. 
In spite of spraying the apple trees 
which was done at one week intervals for 
four weeks, there were still some worms. 
Wherever the hail hit, it left brown spots 
of bruise. The apples then, were not the 
perfect kind to be purchased in the local 
store, but they had a different wild, 
tangy taste that made them easy to eat. 
Since there is no way to identify the 
breed, they will remain Nameless apples. 
A crisp pie crust is needed for apple 
pie. Some recipes call for hot water and 
vinegar, but the recipe I use calls for 
Crisco, flour, salt, and ice water with the 
shortening cut into the flour so that it 
resembles coarse corn meal. The crust is 
made first, then the pie shell put in the 
refrigerator until the apples were ready. 
For green apple pie, I peel the apples, 
slice thin, place in the bowl, add sugar 
generously, some flour, and stir until all 
the slices are coated with sugar. The ap­ 
ples are then ready for the pie shell. I 
dot generously with butter or margarine, 
and put strips of the pie dough across 
for a latticed top. I never time the bak­ 
ing, I just wait until the bubbles of juice 
show across the pie. When done the crust 
will be golden brown, the juice of the 
apples congeal around the apple slices 
into something that needs no ice cream 
or cheese to be tasty. 
When we were first married Grace 
Morgan had an Early Transparent apple 
tree growing across the alley from our 
back door. She generously insisted that 
we help her use up the over-supply of 
apples. Since I had no job, no children, 
and much leisure time, the green apples 
opened up a new career. I became a “jelly 
maker” par excellence. 
Sometimes the whole apples and some­ 
times only the peel was cooked and 
strained through cheese cloth. 
(Her 
apples had no worms!) 
Green apple juice does not need Certo 
or Jell-all, etc., to thicken. It is lush with 
a chemical called pectin th at congeals. 
As I remember, some of the apple juice 
was combined with fresh grape juice 
and berry juice in jelly. Some was com­ 
bined with sugar to make pure apple 
juice jelly. After you start jelly making, 
it is like painting, you start improvising! 
Our yard had a large mint bed. Some 
of the apple juice had sprigs of mint dip­ 
ped in it and green color added to make 
fresh mint jelly. Grandmother Rether- 
ford had a Martha Washington Gerani­ 
um, and the leaves from this were dipped 
in to make a jelly that tasted and looked 
like Guava jelly. That was the year that 
Christmas gifts were wrapped in August 
and our circle of family, friends, neigh­ 
bors, and even casual acquaintances 
were remembered on Christmas morning 
with Green Apple Jelly!

Rural doctors may be more 
plentiful after December due to 
liberalized 
licensing 
require­ 
ments for foreign medical school 
graduates. 
Don’t expect to rush right out 
and recruit a foreign doctor for 
your community. It is not that 
simple. The status of the law is 
confusing. I spent three hours 
talking with a self-made expert. 
Charles I. Campbell of Conners- 
ville, has just returned from, a 
trip to Europe to recruit foreign 
doctors for Indiana. 
Campbell is a district repre­ 
sentative for Union Oil Co. He 
has been fighting to liberalize 
the Indiana licensing law for 
many years, invested more than 
$6,000 of his own personal money 
in the project, and made at least 
two trips to Germany at his own 
expense. 
He lobbied for change during 
the last General Assembly and 
calls the new law a “step in the 
right direction which is going to 
help a lot.*1 He pointed out Indi­ 
ana was operating under an 
“1897 law that had been changed 
very little except to further re­ 
strict. Everything in our law 
was for the welfare of the doc­ 
tors and nothing for the needs 
of the patients.*' 
I asked Campbell how he be­ 
came interested, in the doctor 
shortage. He said: "A neighbor 
boy ran out in the street and 
was hit by a car. We took him, 
to the hospital where he laid 
for four hours while we hunted 
a doctor. They finally loaded 
him in an ambulance and took 
him to Indianapolis, where he 
was dead upon arrival.

Each 
network had its own visiting ex­ 
perts—present and former as­ 
tronauts who were able to con­ 
tribute some interesting side­ 
lights and interpretations. The

done their homework so well 
they seemed almost as knowl­ 
edgeable as their guests.

such a waste. We are supposed 
to be the richest country in the 
world and have everything, so 1 
started investigating to find out 
how it could have happened.” 
He found that his own town 
had 22 doctors when he moved 
there 22 years ago. Now they 
have five practicing, while the 
population has increased count­ 
less times. He found a new hos­ 
pital, “easy to get because you 
can get federal, money to build.” 
Due to staff shortages, he de­ 
scribed it as “a glorified nurs­ 
ing home.” 
Campbell said: 
“ We spend 
3M¡ times as many dollars per 
capita for health care as the 
next highest country and receive 
roughly a third of what they 
get.” 
He said: “The only reason we 
have a doctor shortage is that 
it is a manufactured shortage. 
Regardless of the number of 
schools we build, we are still 
told how many students they 
can train in Indiana.”1 
On his last trip to Germany 
he visited many of the medical 
schools. He found they operate 
with three complete teaching 
staffs, and that all instructors 
spend full time teaching. Indi­ 
ana had 1,375 qualified appli­ 
cants for medical school this 
fall and accepted 275. Campbell 
observed: 
“With 
the 
same 
bricks and mortar, a school in 
Germany would take roughly 
six times as many as Indiana 
with the same facilities.” 
Following passage of the lib­ 
eralized licensing by the last 
General 
Assembly, 
Campbell 
took his wife and daughter to 
Germany, Austria, and Switzer­ 
land. They visited towns with 
medical schools and talked to 
doctors. They would arrive in, a 
town and check the telephone di­ 
rectory, which includes titles in 
Europe. Selecting a doctor with 
a name of someone he knew, he 
would call and invite him to 
dinner at the hotel that night. 
Not a one refused. 
Campbell 
said: 
“Can 
you 
imagine what would happen If 
I tried that in this country.” 
Language was no barrier. All 
students are required to take at 
least six years of English In 
school. They would answer the 
phone in German, and immedi­ 
ately switch to English, since 
Campbell cannot speak their 
language. He compiled a list of 
147 interested, applicants during 
his trip. 
The Southern Indiana, Inc., 
headed 
by 
Banker - Lawyer 
Philip H. Willkie, followed up on 
the trip. Advertisements were 
placed in two magazines issued 
by the Ministry of Health which 
are sent to all doctors. 
The English language ads set 
dates for interviews in Frank­ 
fort and Munich. Dr. George 
Eilis of Conneixville is now in 
Germany conducting the inter­ 
views. 
Campbell said: “We will get 
close to 1,000 who are interest­ 
ed, 
with about 
half already 
American citizens and half Ger­ 
mans.” 
Once a doctor passes the test 
for a license in Indiana, he must 
practice for two years under a 
“preceptor.” 
Communities arranging trans­ 
portation and 
sponsorship of 
foreign graduates can be assur­ 
ed of a captive doctor for at 
least two years.

Nixon-Burns 
Relationship 
Is Now ChillyJ 
WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
distinct chill has settled over 
the once-warm relationship be­ 
tween President Nixon and Ar­ 
thur F. Bums, chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Board. 
The rift involves a split over 
economic policy and if it wid­ 
ens the impact on the nation’s 
economy could be great. 
The Fedfcral Reserve Board, 
as the nation’s central bank, is 
responsible for supplying mon­ 
ey to the economy. It can and 
does decide whether the coun­ 
try needs a period of tight or 
easy money. Nixon, through the 
federal budget, determines fis­ 
cal policy. 
Simply put, Burns thinks the 
Nixon administration is not 
doing enough to control in­ 
flation, and he has missed few, 
if any, chances to say so publi­ 
cly.Nixon, 
say 
administration 
sources, is upset because Burns 
has made a public issue of 
their disagreement. The presi­ 
dent appointed Burns to his 14- 
year term as Federal Reserve 
Chairman, but he cant fire 
him. So, in an apparent warn­ 
ing to Burns, White House 
aides privately told newsmen 
that the administration is con 
s i d e r i n g restructuring the 
board, either doubling its mem­ 
bership or otherwise bringing it 
under executive control. 
It is considered doubtful by 
many administration sources 
that reorganization will ever be 
formally proposed. 
That leaves only the conflict, 
which has been brewing for 
months. It reached its bitterest 
point last week when Burns 
told the Senate-House Joint 
Economic Committee that in­ 
flation was proceeding at an 
“unacceptable and dangerous 
rate.” 
While Burns was testifying, 
White House officials, explain­ 
ing a new rise in consumer 
prices, were telling newsmen 
the administration had made 
significant progress in moder­ 
ating the rate of inflation. 
The argument also revolves 
around the conduct of monetary 
policy.

PSI Plans For 
$621 Million 
Expansion Program 


Public Service Indiana said 
today that it will spend $621 
million for new construction in 
the 1971-1976 period to meet 
growing demand for electric 
energy in its 69-county service 
area. 
The utility will be spending 
more in the next six years than 
it has spent for capital ex­ 
pansion over the past 15 years. 
“ Energy use has been doub­ 
ling about every ten years and 
we expect that our peak system 
demand will reach 3.8 million 
kilowatts by 1976,” said Carroll 
H. Blanchar, chairman of Pub­ 
lic Service Indiana. “We simply 
will need more capacity to keep 
up with that kind of growth.” 
About $400 million of the six- 
year construction program must 
be financed through the sale of 
securities — stocks and bonds, 
he said, 
said. 
“Rapidly rising costs of opera­ 
tion have brought us to the point 
where present and projected re­ 
venues will be inadequate to 
cover these costs and still pro­ 
duce a rate of return that will 
successfully attract needed cap­ 
ital,” said Blanchar. 
The utility serving more than 
450,000 customers has already 
filed an 
increased wholesale 
power rate schedule with the 
Federal Power Commission to 
help improve its return on that 
business. But, says Blanchar, it 
will be necessary also to seek 
higher rates for all other class­ 
es of customers within the next 
few months.

The Bulga­ 
rian Embassy in Khartoum had 
been accused of a major role in 
the plot to oust Numairi and in­ 
stall a pro-Communist regime. 
“We may give the Kremlin a 
chance to explain the motives 
behind the campaign against 
us,” 
said 
one 
high-ranking 
Sudanese, “and then break all 


our relations with the Soviet 
Union.” 
The executions of leaders of 
the attempted coup was accom­ 
panied by increasing criticism 
from the Soviet Union and it* 
allies, climaxing Saturday with 
a warning from Tass that Mos­ 
cow might break relations with 
Khartoum. This would cut off
